In July, 1885, the church building,
which stood on South Elm strest, nearly
opposite the MocAdoo House, was de-
stroyed by fire. Aftee fo years’ jhard
work by Mr. Gwaltney and his congrega-
tion they succeeded™in building the
church on West Washington street. This
is the handsomest church in the city,
and cost $9,000.06. The congregation
is free from debt and contributes liber-
ally to all charitable and religious ob-
jects. Almost every Sunday there are
accessions to the membership.
